C o lle g e P o i n t (L. I.), June 28th.—The 
steam er Seawanahaka was burned to the wa­ 
ter’s edge off College Point at 5 r. M. 
The 
Osseo saved a m ajority of the passengers, but 
about forty were lost. 
The Seawanahaka is 
quite a large steamer, and leaves New York 
daily at 4 P. M. for Koslyn, I.. L , and inter­ 
mediate points. 
She usually carried a large 
number of passengers. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.] 


N e w Y o r k ,_June 28th.—The steam boat 
Seawanahaka, which ran from Peck Slip up 
the Souud to Glen Cove, L. I., took fire at 
4:30 this afternoon while off R andall’s Island, 
E ast River. 
The fire was caused by an ex­ 
plosion in the engine-room and the middle of 
the steam boat was soon in flames. 


HEROISM OF THE PILOT. 
Pilot Charles Sm ith remained a t his post 
until he was nearly burned to death, and 
succeeded in beaching theveseelon the sunken 
meadow adjoining the island. 
M any persons s p ra n g overboard and were 
drowned. 
M any others on the stern of the 
vessel could not get off, and were burned to 
death. 
Of the 500 persons supposed to have been 
on board 50 are believed to have perished. 
The bodiesof about 30 dead persons have been 
recovered. 
Only those of Dr. Beboise, a wealthy gen­ 
tleman, residence unknown, and of M ary 
Reed, a young woman, were identified. 
Among the saved are Chas. A. Dana, 
editor of the Sun, S. L. M. Barlow, Colonel 
W . R. Chase, and R. H , Rochester, Treas­ 
urer of the W estern Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany. 
The vessel burned to the water’s edge. 


STATEMENT OF A PASSENGER. 
A nother account b y a passenger is as fol­ 
lows : 
There were about 350 persons on 
board. 
All went well until Hell G ate was 
passed, when the fire-alarm rang out, and 
flames were discovered bursting through the 
pilot-house. 
The officers and crew assured 
the passengers th at there was no danger, and 
headed the boat for Randall’s Island. 
She 
grounded on a bar about 200 feet from shore. 
The steamer G ranite State, of the H artford 
line, passing at the time, picked up 13 pas­ 
sengers and one dead body, which were 
lauded at W hite Stone. 
The steam er Osseo 
rescued a m ajority of the passengers, and 
proceeded with them to College Point. Those 
without life-preservers Eaved themselves by 
clinging to the guards, paddles and other 
sheltered parts of the boat. 
The body of 
Abe Skidmore, of the well-known Long 
Island family, was recovered, and is now at 
the Coleman House in this city. 


THE SEAWANAHAKA 
Left the city each afternoon after the close of 
business hours for various places of popular 
resort along the Sound, and 
many well- 
known citizens Eailed in her every day for 
their summer residences. 


a f i r e m a n ' s s t o r y . 
Charles Abel, one of the firemen of the 
boat, was found on the pier at the foot of Peck 
slip, from which the Seawanahaka went 
this afternoon. 
He sa id : 
W e made the 
landing at the foot of T hirty-third street at 
4:30 o’clock. 
I t was about 10 miuutes later 
when we reached L ittle Hell Gate. 
I was 
sitting in the wing or port gangway, after 
having started the bilge pump, when I heard 
a noise, and looking around I saw fire pour­ 
ing out of the fire-room. 
I got up and tried 
to find my way into the fire-room, but the 
flames were too much for me. 
W e were 
just off ltar.dall’s 
Island, 
and running 
forward 
I 
yelled to the 
Captain, 
who 
wa3 at the wheel, to head for the shore ; but 
he shouted back th at he could not. 
I then 
ran into the cabins forward, and urged the 
steward anil passengers to save themselves. 
They did not suspect th at the vessel was on 
fire then, as no smoke or flame was blowing 
in th at direction. 
A t th at tim e the wood­ 
work of the vessel about her center was burn­ 
ing like tinder, and the flames were working 
their w ay towards both ends of the boat. 
There were probably about 300 persons on 
board. 
Men were jumping from the hurri­ 
cane deck into the water, and a large num ­ 
ber of 


TERRIFIED WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
W ere huddled near the stern of the boat. 
1 
climbed over the rail near the bow, and sev­ 
eral men almost jum ped upon me before I took 
to the water to save myself. 
I found a life- 
preserver floating near me, and was going to 
put it on when M ay clutched it, and I, know­ 
ing I could swim and thinking he could not, 
let 
him 
have 
it 
and 
swam 
for 
R an­ 
dall’s 
Island, 
which 
I 
reached, 
and 
then 
helped 
man a boat 
and 
assisted 
in picking up the passengers in the w a­ 
ter. 
The Seawanahaka was finally beached 
on Randall's Island, but soon burnt to the 
w ater’s edge. 
Captain Charles P . Sm ith was 
at the wheel, and stuck to his post to the 
last. 
H is face and body were badly burned. 
Small boats came to the rescue from every 
direction. 
The steamboats G ranite State, 
bound for H artford, the Osseo, Minneannock 
and Sylvan Glen had boats manned and sent 
to our assistance. 
The clothing of many 
children on board took fire, and some of them 
were severely burned. 


ENGINEER WEEKS 
Said : 1 put ou a full head of steam. 
I gave 
a response to the signal from the Captain, 
and then climbed up among the machinery, 
and was standing on the upper deck trying to 
raise the valves so th at the steam could es­ 
cape and an explosion be avoided. 
Never 
carried over 34 pomnls of steam. 
The only 
members of the crew, I understand, who are 
missing are Jnsiah llasbrouek, the cook, and 
his grandson, Charles llasbrouek, who was 
employed on the boat. 
W e had a crew of 
four deck hands, one deck boy, an engineer, 
two firemen, the C aptain, clerk, superin­ 
tendent, wheelman, superintendent’s clerk, 
porter, steward and cook. The crew did their 
du:y like men, b ut a few of them lost 
their 
presence 
of 
mind. 
Y ou 
can 
itnagiue 
how cool 
they were when the 
Clerk, who was collecting fares, as soon as he 
realized th at the boat was on fire, returned 
to his office and secured all the m oney he had 
left there. 
Among our passengers were 
Charles A. Dana, Richard O’Gorman, S. L. 
M, Barlow, on; or two of H arper's publish­ 


ers, and a num ber of other geutlemen whose 
names I cannot recollect, but who were in 
the habit of going to their homes along the 
Long Island shore by our boat. 
Al! of the 
geutlemen 
I 
have 
named. 
I 
under­ 
stood, escaped. 
The 
vessel burned li'se 
powder 
after 
once 
the 
flames started, 
and it was a terrible scene. 
Shrieking 
women and children were huddled aft until 
their clothes caught fire, and those on the 
forward part of the boat were men who were 
cut off from communicating with or going to 
the rescue of .their female relatives or frieuds 
by the flames, which burnt fiercest about the 
middle of the boat. 
Mr. Moires, our porter, 
saw a child floating on its back aud was going 
to jum p overboard to save it, wheu a frantic 
woman clntohed his arm, and saying, “ You 
are a strong man and I a woman w ith­ 
out 
any 
friends 
on 
board. 
For 
God’s 
sake 
help 
m e.” 
The 
porter 
left the child to itself, and I believe saved 
the woman. 
The only one of the Seawana- 
haka’s boats got out was the one which bad 
canvas fastened over it. 
A fter the canvas 
was got off the body of a child about two 
years old was found lying in the water in the 
bottom of the boat. 
Nobody seemed to know­ 
how it got there. 
A fter I got on Randall's 
Island I was almost exhausted, but the doc­ 
tors who were hurrying about revived me by 
pouring some liquor down m y throat. 
I 
reached this city on the Sylvan Glen, which 
also had several of our passengers on boaijl. 
Other passengers were taken on board the 
Osseo, Granite State and M iunehanncck, and 
were carried to those boats' destinations. 
A 
lady wan climbing down the ladder leading 
from the promenade deck to the main deck, 
but this ladder is a pretty hard thing for a 
man to get down at any time. 
She fell into 
the gangway amid the flames. 
Myself and 
about half a dozen others rescued her from 
her perilous position. 
I saw a butcher, who 
belongs either at G reat Neck or Sand’s Point, 
grab up an asparagus box, and before I could 
stop him jumped overboard with it. I yelled 
to him net to jump, or he would be struck by 
the wheel. 
H e did not heed me, and went 
over forward. 
The last 1 saw of him he was 
going under the wheel. 
Several others who 
went over forward a’so went under the pad­ 
dle-wheels. 


RESCUE FROM THE SHORE. 
The Pastern Boulevard Club ground, P ast 
One H undred and Twenty-first street, is 
right opposite the scene of disaster. 
Some 
dozen members were present at the time, and 
gathered a num ber of neighbors, manned ail 
the boats of the club and hired others at the 
adjacent floats. 
These all went across the 
river and brought about 25 persons to the 
Club-house who were burned about the body, 
hands and face. The wounds of these parties 
were dressed and clothes given them. Friends 
of those who were not able to go home were 
notified, and came with conveyances for 
them. 


ANOTHER STATEMENT BY A PASSENGER. 
V . Lopez, a passenger who lives a t Sea 
Cliff but does business in this city, was res­ 
cued, with a young lady named Ida Bell 
Sm ith. 
Lopez say* that the steam er left the 
dock on E ast river a t 4:15 p. M. 
A stop was 
made at T hirty-third street, where 75 or 100 
additional passengers were taken on board. 
Ju st about Hell Gate I went forward to seek 
some friends. 
As I looked back I saw 
flames coming up through the 
coal-hole 
just 
under 
the 
pilot-house. 
I 
made 
my 
way 
to 
the bow of 
the 
steam er 
and held out as long as I could, and then, in 
company with Miss Sm ith jumped overboard, 
after furnishing her with a life-preserver. 
The life boats of the Seawanahaka were not 
lowered, because it was impossible to lower 
them. 
The Captain of the steam er stood at 
his post until the last moment. 
I even saw 
him turn his head while a t the wheel to avoid 
the smoke and flames. 
H e would have run 
the boat in towards the island, but the ropes 
connecting with the rudder were burned off. 


STORY OF THE CAPTAIN. 
Charles Sm ith, Captain of theSeawanahka, 
was found in the hospital on R andall’s 
I-land, suffering from severe burns about 
tbe arm s and face. 
He said : 
A bout 4:30 I 
heard a low, dull report, or explosion. Quick 
as thought I turned to see w hat was the m at­ 
ter, when I saw the vessel in flames about 
’midships. 
I saw the steam er G ranite State 
on m y starboard side, and low on my port 
side. Finding th at my steam er was on firelim - 
mediately headed fur the sunken meadow, aud 
w ith a full head of steam, although the en­ 
gineer had been driven from his post. 
I 
landed 
her about forty feet up on the 
meadows. 
M ost of the passengers were on 
the bow of the vessel, and those on the stern 
were a t the mercy of the flames, as all the 
passages to the bow were cut off. 
M any 
jum ped off overboard, while others jumped 
into the water. 
I stood at the wheel until 
the last minute, and then jumped overboard, 
ami was picked up by a small boat. 
W e had 
no freight on board, and I don’t knuw what 
caused the explosion. 


THE DISASTER VIEWED FROM WARD’S ISLAND. 
Dr. A. A . M cDonald, chief of staff of 
the Lunatic Asylum on W ard’s Island, said 
he was sitting in his room this afternoon 
about 4:30 o’clock, when he saw a steamer 
ccme up the 
river ail on fire. 
As the 
steam er passed the island he saw it was the 
Reawaualjaka. 
The 
fire appeared to be 
just 
forward of the 
paddle-wheels, 
and 
the 
steam er 
turned 
in 
as if to land 
on 
the 
island; 
but 
suddenly 
turned 
out again. 
She was going at full speed. 
He 
started out to follow her. A t th at time there 
were about 500 patients in the grounds, and 
most of them had seen the burning steamer, 
and 
they 
made a rush 
for the river­ 
front 
and 
fell in line to 
wituess the 
sight. 
Orderlies of the institutien 
were 
sent out, and all the insane persons were 
safely placed in their rooms. 
Dr. McDonald 
ordered all necessary articles from the apoth­ 
ecary’s, aud at once went to the scene of the 
accident. 
By this tim e the steam er had been 
run up on Sunken Meadow, and was all 
ablaze. Meu, women aud children were jum p­ 
ing from the burning vessel. The doctor ordered 
his private boat out, and everything possible 
was done to relieve the passengers on board 
of the unfortunate steamer. 
The first man 
brought to land by the W ard’s Island boats 
was M r. De Bevoise, a man about forty 
years of age, who was being brought to 
the shore by two other men, but who, 
when he was landed, it was beyond the 
power of medical aid to resusitate, and he 
died. 
The body of a woman, who was 
identified by marks on 
her clothing as 
M ary Reed, came ashore on the Island. 
A rope, which had evidently been fast­ 
ened around her body to lower her to the 
water from the steamer, was found around 
her neck, and between strangulation and 
exhaustion the woman had died. N ext came 
the body of a woman burned to a crisp, 
with 
an 
infant 
seven 
m onths 
old 
in her arms, also burned to death. 
Then 
two children, neither of them more than two 
years old, were picked up, both alive and 
apparently but little injured.

In T eham a county a petition is being 
widely circulated, addressed to th e proper 
departm ent, urging tliat th e w ork under 
the appropriation for th e im provem ent of 
th e navigation of th e Sacram ento river 
shall “ begin a t lied Bluff, th e head of 
“ practical navigation.’’ 
ifo doubt the in ­ 
tentions of th e petitioners are good, b u t 
it would seem th a t to the engineering 
forces sent out should be left th e deter­ 
m ination of this m atter. 
A t first blusli 
the request of th e petitioners w ould appear 
to be w ithout reason. 
W h at good w ill it 
do to clear the upper river if obstructions 
below continue to m ake navigation haz­ 
ardous and im possible? 
Is R ed Bluff 
practically the head of navigation now ? 
Does not the proper treatm en t of a river 
call for clearance of obstructions to be 
first m ade on the low er sections, advanc­ 
ing th e w ork up stream , and not down ? 
To these questions there m ust be intelli­ 
gent reply before th e thinking man can 
sign th e petition. 
If th e appropriation, 
which is b u t sm all, is sufficient to open 
the stream from Rod Bluff to th e point 
now reached by grain-carrying steam ers 
and barges, there will be little if any ob­ 
jection ; b u t if not, it will be a w aste of 
tim e, if not of the appropriation, which, 
if it cannot be thus applied effectually, 
had far b etter be expended in clearing the 
channel up to th e point to w hich it is now 
unquestionably navigable.

R. Wil­ 
kinson, Resident Engineer of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, to the Board of City Trus­ 
tees yesterday in relation to a change in the 
grade of Front street, in connection with the 
construction of the new freight depot: “ It is 
the intention of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company to build a new freight depot on 
Front street, and make material improve­ 
ments to the tracks iHTtaining thereto. The 
buildings v. ill be placed on the west line of 
the street, and be 50 feet in width, extending 
from the north line of K street to about 100 
feet north of the north iir.e of J street, with 
the intention 
f a further extension to the 
south l.ne of I street when required. To ac­ 
commodate 
trucks, 
and 
facilitate 
the 
handling 
of 
merchandise, 
it 
will 
be 
necessary to ehange the grade of 
the 
two blocks between K and I 
streets, 
on the west side. 
Mr. Bassett and myself' 
have looked 1 ver the matter carefully, and 
find that this can he accomplished without 
changing the grade on the east side or det­ 
riment to th. property. 
We would propose 
to put in cess pools in the center of the street 
and midway between I and J, and J and K 
atreets, with proper drains to the river. 
We 
w.>uld make a 
r ide of six inches each way 
from the street crossings to the center of the 
blacks. 
The railroad company will put iu a 
proper pavement on the west side to the 
center of the street and construct theycess- 
pools and drains. They would ask the co­ 
operation of your lo in Table Board and the 
property owners on the east side in making 
tb.> pavement conform to the proposed grade.

FLOOD— 
CROP 
PROSPECTS. 


F re a k s of th e E le ctio n —P io n eer D ay —One 
of 1S39 — T he E arly M issio n aries 
—V aln ah le R em iniscences. 


P o r tla n d , June 21, 1S80. 
The election news has all come in. 
The 
weather continues cool, cloudy, and occa­ 
sionally rainy. 
The spring has lapsed into 
the summer months w ithout a reminder of 
w hat is seasonable, for the only warm days 
we have had in 1880 came the last week 
in April, and since then w inter clothing 
has been comfortable, and an umbrella is a 
safe companion to keep within convenient 
distance. 
Here in the YYillatrotte we arc 
watching the weather, and wondering if 
July will spread rust over the wheat fields. 
T hat is the conundrum that worries the 
minds of the farmers of this goodly valley, 
for another visitation of the kind will im ­ 
poverish many who were badly scorched 
last 
harvest. 
Already hundreds 
have 
abandoned their homes in the W illam ette 
and planted their stake» in Palouse or 
Spokan, removing their household penates 
to th at blessed region where as yet “ rust 
doth not corrupt” the ripening grain, 
though I regret to say, judging by the pa­ 
pers, thieves do break through and steal 
every thing purloin able, and occasionally 
some murderous deed is done th at adds 
horror to the shuddering horrors that have 
gone before. 
W e newspaper men and 
news gatherers of the metropolis open the 
exchanges from the upper country with an 
apprehension that items are at hand, and, 
sure enough, they respond freely. So many 
coming here naturally include some who 
seek an ultima thule where villainy can 
hide itself away, and the railroad builders 
include mauy who arc reckless in the ex­ 
treme. 
TOT RIVKR AT FLOOD. 
Ju st now the Columbia river ¡3 brimming 
full and within a few feet of where it rose 
in 1S76, when the lower part of Portland 
was afloat. 
I notice it has raised consider­ 
ably since yesterday. 
\ on are so familiar 
w ith floods in Sacramento that it cannot 
interest you to hear of the tame back­ 
w ater efforts of the Columbia and W illam­ 
ette, for with us the flood is merely the 
w ater of the Great lliver of the W est back­ 
ing up the flow of the W illamette. 
There 
is no immense rush of water past this city 
—no flood-wood, composed of uprooted 
forests, goes sweeping b y ; it is simply 
the slow and deliberate rising of the river 
day by day, as resistlcbi as fate, and all that 
is to be done is to keep out of its W'ay. 
1 he 
Columbia spreads out over leagues of what 
ordinarily is dry land and goes sweeping 
on towards the sea, no doubt intending to 
sluice out new channels at the liver’s 
mouth. 
It is said the channels arc chang­ 
ing and interested parties are working hard 
to get an appropriation to spend some mill­ 
ions there, and I rather think a good deal 
of the talk is occasioned by the interested 
motives. 
W e shall know w hat—if any­ 
thing—the flood of 1880 accomplishes, and 
then shall work from that standpoint. 
It 
is the interest of Portland to have appro­ 
priations to keep the river navigable from 
here to tho se a ; others w ant the up|Wr 
Columbia and W illamette improved for 
the good of the people, so that tho producer 
can be independent of transportation mo­ 
nopolies ; to the south of here they demand 
that Ya»(aina bay shall be improved so that 
vessels can come in there, then a narrow- 
gauge railroad will he built from the valley 
and the farmers think they will have an 
outlet to the sea independent of Portland, 
of which city they have considerable jeal- 
•u«y. 
<moi> pRosrEirrs. 
The general report fromjall sections is 
that the crops promise abundantly, and 
unless they are devastated by rust or 
blight there will be an immense yield. 
.So 
far there is not any appearance of trouble ; 
neither was there any at this time last 
vear. 
A fruit-grower calls my attention, 
as a favorable symptom, to the fact that 
so far the country is free from the fungus 
growth known as the apple-tree blight. It 
is true the apple-tree louse is at work by 
countless myriads, and around him has de­ 
stroyed all" the fruit prospects for this 
year, but there is no blight on leaves or 
fruit. 
This blight is supposed, by debat­ 
ers in the H orticultural Society, to have 
exten led for years past and le be identical 
w ith w hat * fleeted the ash, willow, roses, 
and, I think, haxel; whereas this year it 
has not yet put in its appearance on either. 
It is even suggested that the rust on wheat 
may have been another manifestation from 
the same cause. This may be a far-fetched 
conclusion, but I give it for w hat it is 
worth. 
Mv informant thought it might 
indicate exemption from rust in 1S30, but 
it strikes me that rust always follows cer­ 
tain conditions in every country. 
So I 
place very little reliance on this theory. 
Fall grain is making a very rank grow th— 
perhaps too rank—and spring-grown grain 
is coming ou wonderfully. 
It is almost 
time for hay harvest, but this cool, wet 
weather keeps everything growing in too 
rank a style. 
East of the mountains they 
talk about myriads of grasshoppers, and 
seem to have apprehensions th at they will 
devour everything before them, having 
commenced with the gardens and made a 
clean sweep, but so far they have let all 
grain alone but barley. 
Ilop-growers arc 
w riting anxiously to sec what the future 
has in store for them. 
L ist year they got 
good prices though they neglected their 
hop yards, but they take good care of them 
this year, and have a splendid prospect for 
yield. 
Hop-growing is carried on rather 
extensively over on the Sound ami in some 
parts of this valley. Large plum and prune 
orchards, planted near here, have never 
paid a prolit yet, though eight or nine 
years old, because they have met with 
some frosty mishaps, and this year I learn 
that they will only bear sparingly. 
There 
is a fair pros, cot for plums, but a friend of 
mine says tho only prune that bears well 
this year is too 1‘etite d’Agen, a great 
favorite in California, that is also very 
thrifty here. 
FREAKS OF TIIE ELECTION. 
Lake county is situated on the south, in­ 
cludes the Klamath lakes, next the Modoc 
country, and is sparsely settled but strongly 
Democratic, yet Lake county sends a Kc- 
publican to the Legislature, 
Mo also Linn 
county repudiated a part of the Demo­ 
cratic county ticket, as a bcd-rocker says, 
with the intention to wind up the career of 
the machine politicians, which was rather 
effectually done to all appearances. 
Wasco 
county set politics at defiance by the elec­ 
tion of several 11 publicans who were popu­ 
lar enough to capture lots of friends among 
Democrats. 
In one precinct at least in 
Wasco county the Republican candidate 
for Congress ran ahead on the protection 
dodge, the 
wool-gruwcrs believing that 
their safest course is to preserve the tanlT 
on wool. 
General Jo Lane of Umpqua, 
who was a herm it from IStil to 187<> on his 
sheep range in that valley, was left behind 
the regular ticket, it seems, and badly 
beaten as a candidate for State Senator. 
It looks as if even Douglas county Democ­ 
racy could not be led away by the old 
General's gray hairs and Mexican war rec­ 
ord to forget that he stood neutral during 
the civil war aud sent one sob to be a rebel 
Colonel. 
I*ION MLR DAY. 
The city of Portland made a handsome 
bid for the meeting of the Pioneers this 
v ear, and on the 15th they flocked to this 
city and paraded with banners, with plenty 
of music, and fireworks in the evening. 
The bills were paid by the municipality, I 
believe, to the tune of about -flOO. which 
was a great relief to the Society of Pio­ 
neers 
In one sense the occasion was a 
success, for many were in attendance. 
The Mechanics’ Pavilion was open for the 
exorcises, with thousands of citixens pres­ 
ent, though unfortunately there was so 
much passing iu and out th a t the no.se 
prevented any speaker being heard so 
there was a great deal of dissa.isfaetnm 
on th at account. 
Iu the evening a bonfire 
was made in the yard of the Pavilion, and 


h u n d re d s’of P io n eers g a th ered a b o u t and 
listen ed to speeches an d ta lk e d a b o u t th e 
long years ago. 
In sid e th e P av ilio n th e 
y o u n g people of P o rtla n d , w ith p erh ap s 
h ere an d th e re a fam ily from th e c o u n try , 
to o k p a rt in th e “ P io n eer ball. ' 
I could 
n o t see w h ere th e P ioneers w ere in te re ste d 
in th is p a rt of th e program m e, ex cep t so 
far as it h elp ed p ay th e expenses. 
T he 
o ra to r of th e occasion 
w as ex - S en ato r 
N esm ith , w ho c e rtain ly m ade an in te re s t­ 
ing reh earsal of th e tim es of old, a n d th e 
experiences th e early-com era u n d erw en t. 
H is sty le is graphic, th o u g h plain, a n d th e 
p ictu res he gave of th e p ast w ere sk e tch ed 
w ith a free hand.
